Sickles, after the death of Mr. Oave, should 
receive two-thirds of the amounts of the 
policies, and that the remainder should be 
paid to Mr. Cave’s widow. The policies were 
as follows: National Benefit Society, $10,000; 
the Mutual Life and Accident Association, 

10,000; the Mutual Reserve Fund Association, 

$10,000; the Mutual Benefit Life Co., $8,000; 
the Massachusetts Benefit of Boston, $10,000, 
and the Ohio Mutual Reserve Fund, $6,000. 
The defendant paid out in all $4,820.38. 

After the death of Mr. Cave his widow rati- 
fled the agreement which she had previously 
made, by which two-thirds interest was 
assigned to the defendant and he received an 
absolute power of attorney to collect the 
umounts due by the companies. Objections 
to paying were raised by some of the oom- 
panies on the ground that Cave bad led a dis- 
sipated life, etc., but finally $35,991 45 was col- 
lected. Gen. Sickles paid to the widow $8,400, 
In addition to $856 29 which he had given her 
before her husband’s déath and $1, which 
she afterward collected from the Ohio Mutual 
Co. , 80 that she received in ali $10,766 29. This 
the defendant claimed was more than she was 
entitled to and he made a counter claim ac- 
cordingly. 

The plaintiff testified that her brother had 
paid all the assessments and dues from money 
borrowed from the defendant and that the 
latter bad persuaded ber to sign tbe agree- 
ment and power of attorney, and she claimed 
that on this account the agreement was void. 

Gen. Sickles said be had been induced to 
make the agreement by Rose. The jury under 
the oharge of the Judge found that the con- 
tract was binding upon Mrs. Cave, and that 
under its terms she was entitied to $2,982 
more than had been paid to her. The Gen- 
eral was satisfied with this verdict and it was 
understood that there would be no appeal.

NEW Tonk, November 29.—Grand Army of 
the Republic men in Brooklyn and this city 
have heard with regret the reports from the 
West of a split in the organization ou polit- 
ical lines. The comrades of the East have 
been able to carry on their work and to con- 
duct their posts ina manner so far removed 
from politics that they are at a loss to under- 
stand the motives for such a movement as Is 
now contemplated.

For these 
reasons it is believed that the movement 
referred to, which is said to have gained some 
headway in Illinois and Indiana will not be re- 
ceived with much favor here. When some 
Democratic office holders in the Brookiyn 
Post sought to turn the last encampment into 
a hurrah for Oleveland there was such a gen- 
eral disapproval and resentment of the at 
tempt to involve the order in politics that at 
the grand parade they were extremely 
cautious less some move or act of theirs 
should be construed as having political sig- 
nificance.

Bringing the Remains Home—How They

Y THE news of the death 
ff Mrs. Gen. Sherman 
creat surprise, as wel,

Telegrams of condolence and sympa- 
thy have been dispatched to the family from 
personal friends; from Commander Howe of 
the Loyal Legion; from the Grand Army posts 
of the city, and from the various Catholic con- 
wregations and societies, anda large deputa- 
tion will be in waiting at the depot when the 
the train arrives bearing the honored remains.

A special oar has been placed at the disposal 
of Gen. Sherman by the railroad company, 
and will arrive in the city on Saturday morn- 
ing, Mrs. Sherman, shortly before her death, 
having expressed the desire to de laid to rest 
in Calvary Cemetery, where three of her 
grandchildren already lie buriéd. Gen. Sher 
man yesterday sent a telegram to his old 
friend, James E. Yeatman, requesting him to 
make the necessary arrangements for the

In spite of ill health, from which she has 
suffered for the past twenty-five years, Mrs. 
Sherman found oppurtunity for much literary 
effort, and is well known as a writer 
on historical, religious and secial ques- 
tions. She has published * lite 
of her father, Hon. Thomas Ewing, 
which is admitted to be a most valuable con- 
tribation to the history of Ohio, in which Mr. 
Ewing took a very prominent part, being tne 
acknowledged leader of the Whigs and after- 
wards of the Republicans. Some eight years 
ago she published a brochure upon a book 
written by William Herrmann, entitled The 
Dance of Death, indorsing the views ex- 
pressed by him in regard to round dances, 
which Mrs. Sherman always strongly repro- 
bated. This pamphlet excited widespread at- 
tention, and was republished in England 
and translated into French. Mrs. Sherman was 
often a contributor to Catholic magazines, and 
her articles were widely read. She also fur- 
nished much assistance to her husband in the 

mpilation of his memoirs. Her interest in 

litics was very keen, she being a Repub- 
ican of the most radical type, and a dreaded 
antagonist in controversy. 
THE SHERMAN FAMILY. 

Mrs. Sherman leaves six children, The eld- 
ost son and child, W. T. Sherman, Jr., died 
in 1863, when ona visit, accompanied by his 
mother, to Gen. Sherman’s camp in the lines 
near Vicksburg. The second child, Minnie 
Shermah, married Lieut. Thomas Fitch of 
the navy, Who was for many years engaged in 
business in this city, and is now a resident of 
Pittsburg, Pa. The third child, Eligabeth . 
Sherman, is unmarried, and has lived with 
her parents. Thomas Ewing Sherman, the 
eldest son, is a graduate of Georgetown Uni-

A SUPREME COURT FLOP. 

Two irreconcilable decisions in the case 
of FRANCIS vs. BLA, one from the April 
term, 1886, and the other delivered in No- 
vember, 1888, are likely to make a decided 
impression on the public mind with regard 
to our State Supreme Court’s facility in 
adjusting and readjusting its decisions to 
the mutations of politics. 

In the course of a little fight betweena 
Democratic Mayor of St. Louis and a 
Democratic Governor of the State over the 
composition and management of our po- 
lice force, the Mayor claimed the right as 
ex-officio executive officer of the Board of 
Police Commissioners to exercise, when 
the board was not in session, an authority 
in the way of removing police officers 
which the board was unwilling to concede 
to him. A resolution of the board dele- 
gating its powers when not in session to 
the Vice-President was adopted, and the 
Mayor petitioned the Circuit Court for an 
injunction restraining the board from 
carrying outthe resolution. A demurrer 
to the petition was sustained, and the 
Mayor appealed to the Supreme Court. 

The Supreme Courtin 1886 notonly over- 
ruled the demurrer, but expressly sus- 
tained the Mayor’s claim that the purpose 
and effect of all the legislation subsequent 
to the original Metropolitan Police act 
had been to restore tothe Mayor,as Presi- 
dent of the Board and Chief Executive of 
the city, a large measure of the police 
control which that act had taken from 
him. Following this decision, which was 
concurred in by all the Judges, the Cir- 
ouit Court granted the injunction and the 
Police Board took an appeal. 

The decision on this appeal, rendered 
just after an election which seems to 
forecast the election of a Republican 
Mayor, distinctly overrules the decision 
of 1886. It is written by one of the Judges 
who concurred in the former decision, 
and is concurred in by all the Judges 
except one, who is generally sick 
and absent. It admits that the case 
as it stood at the last appeal 
was not essentially different from 
what it was on the first appeal, but the 
court now distinctly repudiates its former 
interpretation of the law, and construes 
the latter so as to invalidate the board’s 
resolution and the Mayor’s claim at the 
same time. In short, the decision is that 
the powers claimed for the Mayor, and 
which the board attempted to delegate to 
its Vice-President when the board itself is 
notin session, can not be delegated to 
anybody and can be exercised by the 
board as a body only. 

When the Mayor was a Democrat the 
court beld that the law made him chief 
executive officer of the city and the rep- 
resentative and agent of the Police Board 
when it was not in session. But when 
there is a prospect that the next Mayor 
will be a Republican the court hastens to 
declare that the entire police authority is 
vested in a board appointed by the Gov- 
ernor, of Which board the Republican 
Mayor is merely an ex-officio member 
upon whom the board can not even confer 
the authority which it has hitherto always 
delegated either to its President or its 
Viobd-President.

THE TRAGEDY.

lief that an escaped prisoner from the Lamar 
County jail named John Middleton had oom.

Middleton is known to have died 
in the Indian Territory in the following year, 
and Mack Crook and Newt Harris were ar.

TURNED STATE'S EVIDENCE. 

Crook and Harris bad three trials tn the 
Criminal Court in this city, each trial result. 
ing in bung juries. Newt Harris died at his 
home in Paris, the county seat of Lamar 
County, afew months ago,and Mack Crook 
went to his fourth trial in this city on last 
Monday a week ago, the 19th inst., resulting 
About one hundred wit. 
nesses were examined and the evi- 
dence of some of them was exceedingly 


interesting and of a startiing nature. 
Mrs. Biack, widow of the murdered Sheriff, 
: ‘*We lived at Blossom Prairie, ten miles 
east of Paris, in Lamar County, when my 
husband was killed. On the night of Novem- 
ber 16. 1884, about 7 o’clock, myself and hus- 
band were in oneof the west rooms of the 
house and the children were in one of the 
east rooms. Some one rode up to the gate on 
horseback and called Mr. Black. He got up 
off the sofa where he was lying and went into 
the east room, where the children were play- 
ing, and Opened the front door. Just as he 
the door the man atthe cate firseda 
gun shot at him, and turned his horse and 
rode away. Mr. Black walked back into my 


room and sank down by the bed and died... 


Louis Hollman, one of the accomplices, testi- 
fied as follows: ‘‘Mack Crook and I are on 
good terms. I was his deputy until he went 
out of office in 1884, when Sheriff Gunn was 
appointed in his piace. After that I went to 
work asa salesman in a store at Emerson's 
Prairie, in Lamar County. On the 18th day of 
February, 1885, Mr. Yates, who had also been 
one of Mr. Crook’s deputies, came out and tola 
me that Mr. Crook wanted me to come to 
Paris immediately.

Board, for the control of the 
Police Department at such 
times as the Board of Po- 
Nice Commissioners is not 
in session, completely re- 
verses all that Judge Henry 
declared to be the law 
when he was on the bench, 
z so far as it concerns the 
Mayor and deprives the Mayor of the exeocu- 
tive authority vested in him by Judge Henry’s 
decision. 


The differences between Mr. Blair and 
Mayor Francis originated in the po- 
litical quarrel between Gov. Mar- 
maduke and the local bosses, and 


wire pullers. Mr. Blair represented Gov. 
Marmaduke, and as the Vice-President of the 
Police Board endeavored to exercise the ex- 
ecutive authority which had been wielded by 
his predecessors in the office for something 
like twenty-five years. Mayor Francis did 
not like Gov. Marmaduke or bis friends, and 
Was not pleased at the idea that Mr. Biair 
should be possessed of so much power. He 
accordingly brought suit to deprive bim 
of it, and Judge Henry, who 
at that time was a candidate 
for renomination for Supreme Judge, ren- 
dered a decision in the Mayor’s favor. At the 
Democratic convention Francie was an enthu 

siastic Henry man, and Henry received the 
votes of the St. Louis delegation. 

Mr. James L. Biair, when asked what he had 
to say in regard to the opinion of the Supreme 
Oourt, sad: Well, this time we have gotten 
law, not polities. Judge Henry’s opinion 
two years ago was nothing but a stump speech 
interiarded with some very small siices of 
very bad law. Asa piece of legal reasoning it 
is comically absurd, and shows how strongly 


distorted even a bare legal question can ap- 
ar When viewed through a pair of political 
enses, carefully adjusted to a renominatipg 
convention in the near future, 
„Judge Black’s opinion is clear and con- 
vincing, and while the same result is reached 
as at the former hearing, so far as the decision 
is concerned in holding the resoiution of the 
board void, this conciusion is based upon log- 
ical and reasonable grounds expressed in dig- 
nified terms. I have always believed the 
board could delegt te to one of its members 
powers purely ministerial in their nature and 
am still ot that opinion, but there is much 
wand in Judge Biack’s reasoning on this 
point. 

It is 15 N to note how sharply the 
Supreme Court in tnis last decision has con- 
tradicted the utterance of Judge 1 in the 
former opinion. Judge Henry said that 
though in the law of 1861 the 

MAYOR WAS EXPRESSLY EXCLUDED 
from any control over the police force—yet 
the Charter making him chief execu- 


tive of the city had by implication re- 
* the act of 1861 and restored 
he Mayor to complete control. Judge Black 


says: ‘The claim of the Mayor that he may 
issue orders and speak for the board, when 
not in session, is extravagant and without 
support in law. To give sanction to this 
claim of the plaintiff, is, in effect, to defeat 
the very purpose which the Legisiature bad in 
olice under the control of 
commissioners.’ have always felt assured 
that this isthe meaning of thejlaw; tbough it 
has taken two and a half years to get at it, 
it is very — — to know that 
it has at last been correctly declared.“ 

„What will be the effect of this decision on 
the management of the department?’’ 

That is, of course, a subject forthe board 
to consider, and I cannot speak for them. It

ACTION BETWEEN SESSIONS. 

„The board meets but once a week 
and at such meetinvs In a session of from 
three to four bours attends to a week’s busi- 
ness. There are many things to be done be- 
tween meetings which must be done at once, 
such as granting leaves of absence in urgent 
cases, dispatching officers to distant cities for 
criminais, making proper disposition «f the 
force in emergency and many otbers. To call 
a special meeting of the board to consider all 
such matters would be cum ber- 
some and ineffective in most cases 
because often the emergency will nave passed 
before a meeting can be held, and sometimes 
a meeting is impossible because there is nota 
quorum ofthe board in the city. True, the 
board might meet three times a week—lu New 
York they meet daily—but that was not con 
templated by our law, and, as a rule, would 
be unnecessary, for it is only emergencies 
which require more than Weekly attention. 
The necessary authority to act might be given 
to the Chief, and, whilethe present Chief 
is the best the city has ever had, 
and is perfectly competent to exercise such 
powers, yet it seems bardiy fair to add any- 
thing to the responsibilities of that office, 
already overcharged as it is; indeed, this is 
the only large cityin the Union which does 
not give the Chief a deputy to assist him.

As there isstilia 
chance in the Supreme Court of the United 
States, I think the responsibility reste with 
the university Trustees to take the appeal. 


A BLOODY iALé, 


The Wholesale Killing at Vian Over a Game 
ef Cards. 


Fort Gmsox, I. T., November 29,—The story 
of the wholesale killing at Vian, a little town 
near here, is one of the most bloody tales ever 
told about the Territory, The fight began ata 
store kept by a man named Thompson. There 
a party, including with some others 
Jack Sloan, IS aas Gerty, Jesse Landram, 
George Starr and Bill Thornton, were 


drinking and playing cards. As the game was 
in progress a man named 8 Waters came 
in, His entrance broke up the game and 
started a row. ‘Thornton and Starr got on 
either side of Waters, and Thornton on reach- 
ing him knocked him down. Most of those 
whe were lu the store got out, leaving the four 
men and Waters inside. From the outside a 
terrible fight could be heard going on 
inside the store. Landram came out severely 
cut in two places by Thornton. About two 
hours after the übt was resumed again at the 
sume place. Before the fight was finished, 
Isunc Gerty was shot by Ge: rge Starr. Lan- 
dram came up in time to share Gerty’s tate 
at the hands of Starr, As he fell he let go 
with twe revolvers at once, fatally wounding 
his own murderer and died within teen 
minutes. About thistime Boot Henson and 
Richard Peek came upon the scene and took 
up the fight. Starr, although mortally 
wounded in two places, raised himeelf par- 
tially from the ground and fired the iast two 
cartridges in his pistol. One of them struck 
Henson in the neck, killing him instantly. 
After his nal shot, Starr fell over and died.

A VERY UGLY STORY. 


Blow the Eastern Roads Squelched the De- 
mands of Their Employes.

New Yoru, November 29.—A very ugly story 
was handed about the corridors of the Wind- 
sor Hotel last evening—a story that is not at 
all likely to strengthen the public confidence 
in Wall street or to increase the present 
friendly relations existing between certain 
railroad officials and their employes.

A FORTUNATE MEETING. 


The Steamer City of New York Relieves a 
Whaler’s Starving Crew. 


Epecial Cablegram to the Post-Dispatch. 
QUEENSTOWN, November 29.— The Inman 
steamship City of New York, which arrived 
here yesterday, bound for Liverpool, reports 
having saved the crew of a Boston whaler 
from dying of starvation. Two days after 
leaving Sandy Rock, Capt. Watkins saw a 
schooner flying signale of distress. He 
stopped and awaited the arrival of a small 


boat which had put off from the 
schooner. Owing to the heavy gale and 
high sea which ‘prevailed at the time, 
it took over two hours for the boat 
to get alongside the steamer. The men on 
board the former then declared that the 
schooner was the whaler William Martin, from 
Boston; that she bad been away from home 
for sixteen months, and that all om board were 
re, for want of food. The crew of the 
City of New York lowered over the side a sup- 
ply of provisions. The passengers, who 
crowded the deck, likewise passed over some 
whisky, cigars and tobacco, and made up a 
— for the unfortunate men, The latter 
ikewise informed Capt. Watkins that 
the schooner nad been trying to 
make Halifax, but the storms which 
had been raging for two weeks bad prevented 
her from doing so. The vessel was dilap-

„Many of the players are receiving det 
ter offers from other clubs and want to be 
released. These are principally those who 
now recetve the highest salaries. The new 
rule will have a beneficial effect upon such, 
asitwill have a tendency to hotd them to 
their contracts, for if they get released they 
cannot secure their present high salarics 
but will have to take whatever they are class!- 
fied at, In other words it will make such men 
as Denny and Glasscock more contented and 
Satisfied it they know they will have to take 
whatever they are ciassified at, no matter 
what club they are with. It will also do away 
with the heretofore heavy competition for the 
service of young players, which bas been the 
means of running their salaries away beyond 
the limit of the highest clases. There are some 
young players who were in such great demand 
a year ago, on account of the fine records they 
made in minor leagues, thatthey were secured 
atenormous salaries before the officials of 
their respective ciubs had achance to really 
see whatthey were doing, and in many in- 
stances it was found that they could not begin 
to compete with some of theold players who 
were not receiving within $509 or $1,000 as 
much salary astiey. There is one case in 
which a young player was receiving a salary 
of $8,000 and whw was so inferior in his work 
that he was only put in to play afew times. 
That young man was scarcely worth $1,5v0. 
By the lack of grading salaries and proper 
rules, he was enabled to command a much 
better salary than some of the older men who 
were his superiors in most all parts. When 
the matter is g ven due consideration both 
players and the public will feel better satisfied 
with the new system and they will then see 
that it was not a movement for tne benefit of 
the League to grind down the players.
